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A NEW CAPITOL. 

A it II to Appropriate 
Money to Build One In 
troduced in tlie LeR- 



On Tuesday Hon. R. K. Hart, Rep- 
resentative from Fleming county, 
introduced a bill in the House of 
Representatives to provide for the 
erection of a new State Capitol build- 
ing in this city. 

The bill !b enlitled "An act to 
create a Board of State-house Com- 
missioners, and to provide for the 
creaHon and completion of the Cap- 
itol and other necssary public build- 
ings at the seat of government." 
The bill proposes that this board 
shall consist of nine members, of 
which three be ex-offlcio, the Gover- 
nor. Lieutenant Governor and At- 
torney General. The other six shall 
be appointed for a term of fouryears. 
The board is authorised to employ 
a Secretary at fl,200 per annum, and 
architects that may be found necea 
aary. One hundred thousand dollars 
is first appropriated from the State 
Treasury, and in addition thereto a 
tax of ten cents on all taxable prop- 
erty in the State is levied to be used 
fort inn purpose alone during the 
years 1892, 1893 and 1894. It was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Library 
and Public Officers of which Mr. 
Hart, is the chairman. As the mat- 
ter has been thus early brought 
before the Legislature it is to be 
hoped that the bill or a similar one 
will be pushed through at this ses- 
sion. 

The amount which would be raised 
by the special tax proposed, figured 
upon the assessed valuation for 1891. 
would be $1,627,040 79 in 3 years, 
which would give us a Capitol that 
would be a credit to the State and 
city. _
